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SUPERINTENDENT CooLey of the Chicago public 
schools has prepared a report recommending the erec- 
tion of a commercial high school in the downtown dis- 
trict, which will be different from the regular high 
school and distinct from the business college. Its aim 
will be not so much to make bookkeepers and stenog- 
raphers and clerks, as it will be to train boys and girls 
in the general requirements of business. The inten- 
tion is to give the pupils a knowledge of business rela- 
tions and a comprehensive idea of the requirements for 
the successful handling of commercial enterprises. The 
course will include such subjects as mathematics, Eng- 
lish, chemistry and the more generally used modern 
languages as well as the strictly commercial subjects 
of accounting, commercial law, commercial geography 
and stenography. ; 








Tue worst features of the spoils system are by no 
means eradicated from our government offices, but 
ate steadily and resolutely preserved, presenting a 
picture of gross extravagance and inefficiency. There 
is one bureau of the government, dependent in a pe- 
culiar degree on Congress, where similar vicious condi- 
tions prevail. We refer to the government printing 
office. This is a vast establishment, conducted on lines 
of reckless wastefulness. The pay in that office is 
25 per cent higher than in other union offices in Wash- 
ington. There are many holidays with continued pay. 
There are so many watchmen employed that some of 
them have no other duty than to watch other watch- 
men. Type is still set by hand there, although type- 
setting machines are now employed in almost every 
other establishment in the country. The use of ma- 
chines would enable 30 per cent of the employes to be 
discharged. Will Congress authorize the change? It 
will not, for there would be 30 per cent fewer places to 
be filled by “pull.’”’” The sum annually wasted under the 
present system is reported to be $1,000,000. But econ- 
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omy in the government printing office is not to be 
hoped for. 

Is THE hardware dealer of the future to be a man or 
a machine? An organizer or a button in the organiza- 
tion, to be pressed at will? Is his pathway to success 
through independent policy and action, or through or- 
ganized effort? Is he to be a mere distributor, or part 
of a buying organization and manufacturing scheme? 
These are a few of the questions American hardware 
dealers are asking. 

It is certain that the hardware dealer of the future 
will have to make himelf more familiar with the legal 
points of the trade, and there are three factors that 
occur to us as important in this connection. In the 
first place, it has become doubly important that every 
hardware dealer should regularly and intelligently read 
his trade paper ; secondly, every hardware dealer should 
belong to a trade association ; and, thirdly, the coming 
generation of hardware dealers must have a more 
thorough knowledge of their business. There may not 
be so much hard manual labor attached to the trade 
as in bygone days, but it demands a close and intelli- 
gent study of a thousand and one details that our 
fathers knew nothing of, and hardware dealers are en- 
titled to be paid for head work as much as for handi- 
work. Therefore, they should see that their legitimate 
profits are maintained at a level that will remunerate 
them adequately and raise the whole status of the trade 
from the foolish cut-throat competition that. has too 
long thrown a shadow over it. 


Hon. E. G. McGirton, lieutenant governor of Ne- 
braska, in a recent address on the subject of “Needed 
Commercial Legislation” spoke as follows on the ques- 
tion of a bulk sales law: “This law is of equal benefit 
to the merchant and to the wholesaler. That is true. 
No doubt you have all experienced the fact that a man 
has become bankrupt and has sold his stock to some 
purchaser at a minimum price. The seller has skipped 
out with the proceeds, and the purchaser in your town 
has thrown the stock upon the market at a ridiculous- 
ly low figure. It has been ruinous to your trade, and 
while that stock is being disposed of at that minimum 
figure, you are unable to do any good business along 
regular lines. So that if this law can be placed upon 
our statute books it enables you to do away with this 
sort of ruinous competition, and it enables you to 
know when your debtor is going to sell out, and to get 
on the ground, and if possible to see you are protected. 

“Again, such a law would be of great value to the 
retail merchant because the jobbers’ confidence in him 
would be greatly augmented—thus strengthening the 
retailers’ ability to obtain credit. In this age of com- 
merce a retailers’ ability to encourage confidence, and, 
therefore, obtain credit, is, after all, the most valuable 
asset he has. 

“T desire to say, gentlemen, in conclusion, that in the 
creat state of Nebraska, where we have risen to the 
dignity of a great commonwealth; where we have at- 
tained the great prosperity that we have; that it is in 
cumbent upon us to see that these legitimate amend- 
ments to our commercial laws are enacted. For one, 
I cannot see any objection to placing upon our statute 
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books any law that would prevent me or any one of you 
from committing wilful fraud. I don’t think it is the 
business of the state to try to make men honest by 
legislation. That is impossible, but you can ingraft 
upon our statute books laws that will prevent men who 
are disposed to be dishonest from committing frauds 
with impunity upon their honest neighbors.” 








Fire is a bad master, but a good servant, 
Friendship nd the same statement may be crudely 
and . ‘ . 
iditledsa: applied to friendship. The success of a 
retail hardware or any other store largely 
depends on its number of business friends, but the 
dealer who swerves from business principles and grants 
undesirable credits or sells at unprofitable discounts 
solely to be obliging allows himself to be mastered by 
his ingratiating nature when he should make it sub- 
servient to his business interests. A writer in a daily 
paper sapiently touches this topic substantially as fol- 
lows: 

The old principle still holds true that business is ob- 
tained by friendship or favor. One of Chicago’s most 
brilliant lawyers asserted a few days ago that any 
average lawyer had ability enough to handle nine- 
tenths of the cases tried in any court, and the reason 
sfime men starved at the law and some grew rich was 
simply because some did not know how to make friends 
and ‘the successful ones did. He maintained there 
were few cases that required unusual ability, and that 
almost any lawyer knew law enough to handle any of 
the others if he could only get a chance at them. He 
said that he could prove by many examples that the 
key to unusual success in the law was not great ability 
as a lawyer, but pre-eminent ability in the art of mak- 
ing and keeping friends. As it is in the law, so it is 
in every other profession and business. Is it the string 
of letters after a doctor’s name, indicating scholarship, 
or the reputation among his colleagues for fine work in 
the hospitals or lecture room that insures his success 
from a business standpoint? Not at all. But if he has 
a pretty wit, that will help him. If his table talk is 
sparkling, so that he is in demand as a dinner guest; 
if he can lead a cotillon with grace and distinction, he 
is sure to succeed if he has just good average ability 
as a physician. 

Many business men join certain expensive clubs for 
no other reason than to have a place to entertain hand- 
somély men from whom they expect to get business. 
Nearly all men who have out-of-town customers whom 
they have a good excuse for entertaining do this. 
Others whose business is more narrowly restricted con- 
sider their club privileges a part of their business cap- 
ital, for to entertain a man at one’s club seems much 
‘ess crudely obvious than to entertain him at some 
public place. Some men go further and do not hesi- 
tate to use their social or family position to further 
their business interests. In the social world a single 
introduction is sometimes the favor with which -busi- 
ness is bought. 

But this “showing a man a good time” as a means 
of gaining his favor is less practiced than it used to be. 
Once you frankly treated a man to cigars and set up 
the drinks if you could get the opportunity in order 
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to create the necessary atmosphere of good fellowship 
before asking him for business. If you could make 
the opportunity you took him out for “a social time,” 
entertained him with your raciest stories, and if you 
dared you ventured on a sly bit of flattery. But the 
tone of the commercial world has been raised several 
degrees pretty much all over the country in the last 
few years, and men in the same line of business as 
those who accepted your drinks and cigars ten years 
ago to-day would be insulted if you offered them such 
a sop in order to gain business. The standard of edu- 
cation and the general social tone of the commercial 
world have been so raised you have to know a busi- 
ness acquaintance a long time before you dare ask 
him out to dinner. 








RANDOM SKETCHES.

I am getting up a Common School Arithmetic and 
would be pleased to receive advance orders for this in- 
valuable work. Here are some of the probleins taken 
from this work: 

Example No. 1—If it costs the government 8c for 
hauling a pound of mail matter and 7 cents for han- 
dling same, how many 10,625 ton warships at $3,325,- 
000 each can it make out of its future annual profits in 
carrying pound parcels for 5 cents with 2c per pound 
additional up to 11 pounds? 

Example No. 2—Henry Jones has a hardware stock 
valued at $10,000, which is insured in the Quinsamahok 
Fire Insurance Co. of Boaz, N. H., at a 1.45c rate. 
How much money would he lose if he transferred this 
insurance to a state hardware mutual and received a 
30 per cent rebate? 

Example No. 3—I\f Ezra Knaggs, a Wissick, Ind., 
hardware dealer doing a business of $40,000 a year, 
invested $4 in membership in the Indiana Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association as an insurance against loss 
of sales from illegitimate competition of all kinds, how 
large a deficit would this investment make in his an- 
nual net profits? 

Example No. 4—lf a traveling salesmen for a hard- 
ware jobbing house sells $485 worth of pocket knives to 
the only hardware dealer in a small town, and on the 
same day sells $265 worth of pocket knives to a racket 
store, $190 worth of pocket knives to a drug store, and 
also sells $83 worth to a local newspaper to give away 
as premiums to boys selling papers, what is the exact 
monetary value of the “protection” given by this. hard- 
ware jobber to the legitimate hardware retailer? 

Example No. 5—I\f a hardware dealer sells a steel 
range worth $55 for $40 because Hiram Hayseed, 
raiser of cattle and garden sass and hence an expert on 
steel range values, says Sears, Ward & Co. have a 
range just like that in their catalogue for $40, how 
much money would he lose weekly if he sold out his 
store and secured a government job at $15 per week? 

Example No. 6—lf Shears-Sawbuck & Co. send out 
a catalogue broadcast saying, “Our prices are 50 per 
cent below those of the retail hardware dealer in your 
town,” and a hardware dealer, after going over their 
goods, finds that on a 100 articles the catalogue house 
is cheaper than he is 15 times equals his price 22 times 
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and is above him 63 times, and then keeps mum about 
the 63 articles on which he makes the better price, what 
percentage of decrease will catalogue house sales show 
in his locality ? 

Example No, 7—If a hardware dealer refuses to 
join a local hardware association because he does not 
care to pay $6.00 yearly dues, and then gets stuck 
$17.22 on a bill of hardware by A. Slickun, Esq., who 
owes all the other 5 hardware men in town, how much 
does he gain, computing the difference between whole- 
sale and retail prices of hardware at 18% per cent?

“Messrs. McElroy & Schultz, the local tinners and 
hardware dealers, would like to know the whereabouts 
of a certain red-headed tinner by the name of Charles 
Chilson, who worked for them for two weeks recently, 
but who mysteriously and suddenly disappeared after 
being paid his wages on last Saturday night. The dis- 
appearance of the man, Messrs. McElroy & Schultz 
say, would not have been a matter of much moment, as 
they have had similar experiences with itinerant work- 
men before. The trouble is Mr. Chilson did not leave 
alone. Simultaneously with his going there also, dis- 
appeared about $10 worth of tools belonging to the 
firm. Mr. McElroy of the firm says that an effort 
will be made to catch the gentleman that other con- 
fiding employers may not be victimized.”

A FEW days ago Mr. J. L. Cowles, secretary of the 
Postal Progress League, the gentleman who was stand- 
ing in the way at Atlantic ‘City, N. J., last Novem- 
ber when Messrs. Bogardus and Corey turned on the 
hose, mailed his stiit case at a New York sub-station, 
to his address at New Haven, Conn. It weighed 
eleven pounds, three ounces, and the postage at first- 
class rates was $3.58. A 10-cent delivery stamp was 
added, and in less than six hours the package was de- 
livered. In a letter to the New York Evening Post 
Mr. Cowles complained that Switzerland would have 
carried the case for 8 cents, Germany for 10 and Great 
Britain for 25 cents. 

This little statement shows how illogical Mr. Cowles 
is. I am bitterly opposed.to the parcels post, but con- 
sidering the subject strictly from the narrow viewpoint 
of revenue to the government, with no consideration 
of the inherent injustice of the measure, I am not un- 
prepared to believe that the government might profit- 
ably conduct a parcels post system confined to the state 
of Rhode Island alone, where hauls are short and a 
comparison with Switzerland might be a fitting one. 
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When Cowles talks of Switzerland as a precedent for 
the parcels post in this country he is as logical as if he 
said that because 12 pounds of hay and 12 pounds of 
oats will keep a horse in good condition, it is therefore 
the requisite amount of food for an elephant. 

Mr. Cowles remarks in the New York Evening Post 
that his suit case would have been carried in Switzer- 
land for 8 cents, in Germany for 10 cents and Great 
Britain for 25 cents. In comparison with the United 
States, these old countries are much more thickly set 
tled, ten times over, and the average haul of a piece o1 
mail is ten times shorter than,here. For instance, tak 
ing the figures as given in the Postmasters’ Advocate, 
published at Washington, D. C., the density of popula 
tion in the United States is thirty-five to the square 
mile, while in England it is 350 to the square mile. The 
average haul of a piece of mail in the United States is 
442 miles, but in England it is only forty miles. Now 
Great Britain gets two cents a pound for hauling a 
piece of mail forty miles, and therefore, if we are to 
“do as England does” and “keep pace with other na- 
tions in postal progress,” the United States should have 
ten times as much as England gets, or twenty cents a 
pound for our 442-mile haul. That’s fair and right, 
ain’t it? Then what is Mr. Cowles complaining 
about? His dress suit case of eleven and a fraction 
pounds at merchandise rate, on the English basis, 
would have cost him twelve times 20 cents, or $2.40, 
and if he wanted to blow in $1.18 more than that, just 
to have his evening dress suit case go first-class, or let- 
ter mail, that’s his own funeral.

In the Jewel all-brass water heater the top and 
bottom sections are hollow cast brass rings, 4 inches 
in diameter, into which are brazed 10 three-quarter- 
inch seamless 16-gauge brass tubes, 1754 inches long. 
These brass rings have an internal area of one square 
inch, with 34-inch inlet and outlet. The water enters 
the bottom casting and circulates up through the 
brass tubes to the top casting and out to the boiler. 

The large area of these brass tubes insures a free 
circulation, so that the entire body of water in the 
boiler is rapidly circulated through the heater. The 
brass tubes also absorb the heat quickly. Tests with a 
30-gallon boiler demonstrate that the entire contents 
of the boiler pass through the heater and commence 
to reheat again in less than an hour. 

A drilled burner is used, giving a sharp, efficient 
flame. The double cylinder jacket inclosing the water 
passage is bolted to the top casting and fastened to the 
base casting with two thumb screws only, so that the 
jacket can easily be removed and slipped up the out- 
let pipe in case it is necessary to clean the pipes. 
Where natural gas is used a deposit of sulphur occurs, 
which requires frequent cleaning. 

The jacket is made of two thicknesses of sheet steel 
and two of asbestos with an air space between, so 
that no heat is lost by radiation. With this heater 
there will be mo rusty water and clogging will be 
avoided, as the internal area is very large. The burn- 
er has a pilot light. Both this and the burner have 
cocks. The Jewel adjustable air mixer is used and 
the valve has a removable brass tip. This water 
heater will burn manufactured, natural or gasolene 
machine gas.

Association of Retail Hardware Dealers was called to order 
at 2 p. m., March 8, in the Chamber of Commerce building, 
Rochester.

Jobbers and Retail Merchant,” J. B. Foley of Syracuse read 
the following paper on 


RETAILING CUTLERY. 





MOST FASCINATING BRANCH OF RETAIL HARDWARE BUSINESS. 


I appreciate highly the invitation sent me recently to ad- 
dress the state association on the subject, “Retailing Cutlery.” 
It was an unexpected honor, particularly so, because my house 
is one of the youngest concerns in the state. We have, how- 
ever, given considerable attention to that department of the 
business on which I am privileged to speak to-day, and if the 
opinions we have formed and the results we have obtained 
can be of any service or interest to the association, I assure 
you it will have been a pleasure to me to review them. 

Selling cutlery is, in my opinion, the most fascinating part 
of the retail hardware business, and I believe the view is 
shared by every hardwareman who handles that class of goods. 

The work has its vexatious featufes, but on the whole, no 
department of the business yields better returns for the money 
invested and the trouble expended in the effort to make sales. 
I assume that nearly every merchant here present handles some 
cutlery. 

KNOWLEDGE OF A LINE. 


It is of importance that the manager or buyer of a cutlery 
stock should be thoroughly familiar with the line he carries— 
both as to its quality and as compared with competitive lines. 

It should not be enough to know merely that a knife is 
worth a dollar because it costs about eight dollars a dozen— 
the salesman should be able to analyze the construction of the 
article and to submit proof if necessary to his customer of 
why he asks his price. Such knowledge helps to make sales 
of high priced goods, and also insures the house of not paying 
too much for its stock. 

ONE MAN SHOULD BE RESPONSIBLE. 

One man in every store should be placed in charge of the 
cutlery stock, and made responsible for its condition. By this 
means, fewer rusty pieces will be found and fewer losses sus- 
tained from that cause. Where a large force of salesmen are 
emploved, only the most capable should be allowed to sell this 
line of goods, and these men should be trained well in the art 
of selling. 

It is just as silly to allow the porter or the stockman to 
handle fine knives or scissors as it would be to send your 
chief clerk on a busy day to load a truck or to black a stove. 
The latter might do his part well enough, but the untrained 
helper will either lose a sale or sell a fifty cent article, where 
one worth twice or three times the money might have been 
dispesed of just as easily. 

: DISPLAY. 

A well assorted, rather than a large stock is chiefly to be 
desired. A comparatively small stock can be made to look 
large by careful arrangement. 

SHEARS AND SCISSORS. 
are very attractive when hung in a wall case with a glass 
front, so displayed that each size may be plainly seen from the 
customer’s position. 
POCKET KNIVES 
show to particularly good advantage spread out on trays if a 


show case. The line thus shown looks larger, and nothing 
helps to sell goods more than the ability to impress the buyer 
with the idea that you have the goods—lots of them. 


CARVERS 

are a very sightly stock and prominent location in the case 
should be given them. Carvers in cases should be shown 
without the covers—they can be placed to better advantage 
in this way; besides the covers are very liable to become soiled 
or marred in the frequent handling if placed under the box 
itself. 

TABLE KNIVES, ETC. 

These goods look very well displayed in boxes for the 
purpose which many of the manufacturers now furnish gratis 
to their customers. If they can be kept behind glass doors, 
so much the better, but even if exposed to the dust in the 
store, the danger of selling is slight and the samples should 
always be sold at every opportunity. 

RAZORS 
are hard to display to advantage except in tightly closed cases, 
as the dust quickly spoils the fine edge. A good method of 
selling these goods is to use a flexible roll which will hold one 
or two of each pattern, and make sales from that roll—re- 
placing the one sold with a fresh one from the stock. 


SHOW CASES 


containing cutlery should be kept scrupulously clean, and the 
contents equally so. A good way to prevent rusty goods is to 
place near the case a basket in which the salesman may put 
the articles shown or handled and leave the wiping and polish- 
ing of them to the person in charge of the stock. 

Every tray or box of cutlery should be plairily marked so 
that the customer may read at a glance the value of. the 
piece. This method lightens the work of selling and tells the 
buyer that you have but one price. 

WINDOW DISPLAY. 

When a merchant has abundant window room, one win- 
dow, or at least a large part of a window, should contain a 
display of cutlery at all seasons of the year. This window 
should be changed often and made as attractive as possible. 
The value of this plan will be felt very forcibly at the Christ- 
mas season. People will just as naturally seek at holiday time 
the store which so displays cutlery as they will for laces, etc., 
to the store which they know carries the best line of those 
items throughout the year. 

There is no season when cutlery is not salable—special sale 
days help to keep alive interest in the line and many quiet 
weeks may be made busy and profitable by a little energy on 
the part of the force in the store. 


ADVERTISING. 


Cutlery should be advertised both in the newspapers and 
particularly in the show window—which is always the retail 
merchant’s best advertising medium. Nothing that we sell 
admits of more effective display or of more pleasure to the 
passerby while examining. 

GUARANTY. 


Most manufacturers leave the matter of guaranty with 
the dealer, taking back any goods, which he (the dealer) sees 
fit to exchange. Because of this leniency, many dealers allow 
themselves to be. imposed upon by careless or unscrupulous 
customers, who return goods, damaged surely enough, but in 
that condition solely through their own fault. Such goods 
should not be exchanged, and the surest way to prevent these 
outrages is to explain the warranty clearly at the time of sale. 
The warranty should cover only defects in temper, springs 
or handles, imperfect fitting of parts, flaws and inferior quality. 
If any of these defects exist (and they can be readily seen), 
the piece should be cheerfully exchanged; but it is an injus- 
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tice to the dealer and the maker to exchange goods under any 
other circumstances. In such cases the complete knowledge 
of the line handled—its average record with your trade, etc., 
is of great importance, 

COURTESIES. 


The greatest courtesy should be shown customers—this 
applies to every department in the store, but is specially im- 
portant in the cutlery department. Among ladies particularly 
the obliging salesman is asked for an opinion frequently, and 
his Opinion is always respected. It pays to appear anxious to 
show and éxplain goods pleasantly to ladies—they are appre- 
ciative cutlery buyers, and we all know what a good advertise- 
ment a well-pleased woman is. 


SUNDRIES. 


A large line of sundries may be sold at good profit in con- 
nection with the cutlery department. Among them are shaving 
soap, lather brushes, shaving cups. combs, razor strops, mir- 
rors, manicure instruments and dog collars. The dealer must 
be governed to some extent by his location, the size of his city 
or town, and the spending ability of his community. It is 
well, however, to be optimistic on this point; people will buy 
good things at a fair price if they are approached properly and 
are given good service. It is better to overestimate a prospec- 
tive customer’s price limit than to underestimate it. A per- 
son’s garb may suggest to a salesman but little progpect of a 
good sale, whereas the same person may have a passion for 
good cutlery and be anxious to pay a good price for what will 
please his fancy. 


SHOULD SHOW MODERATELY HIGH PRICED GOODS. 


We have learned that it pays to always show moderately 
high priced goods. For example: A customer rarely asks for 
a knife at a certain price, but will usually say “Show me a 
knife.” We then ask his preference as to size. Having that 
information, we show first several patterns of the size indi- 
cated which sell at a moderately high price. If the price is 
higher than the customer wishes to pay he will quickly make 
known that fact either verbally or by his manner. In such a 
case, lower priced goods are shown, and many times the bet 
ter knife is sold. This applies as well to other goods in the 
line. 

QUALITY. 


“Quality” should be the foundation upon which to build 
a business in cutlery. The average man and woman never 
forget the store which sold him or her a satisfactory article, 
and they just as surely remember the store which sold them 
something inferior. It is perfectly proper for a hardwareman 
to carry low-priced cutlery, but it is a grave mistake to over- 
state the quality of such goods to your customer. 

We should always try to sell an article which we believe 
is going to give satisfaction, the right kind of argument will 
usually accomplish this, and as every successful business man 
says, “The recollection of quality is remembered long after 
the price is forgotten.” 

M. L. Corey, Argos, Ind., secretary of the National Re- 
tail Hardware Dealers’ Association, then gave an address. 
He called attention to the effect upon the retail trade of the 
catalogue houses. The especial aim of these houses, he said, 
was to capture the trade of the farmers by prejudicing them 
against the local dealers. It was necessary, he maintained, for 
the jobbers and retail dealers to combine, to offset the “allur- 
ing and misleading advertisements and low-priced ‘leaders’ ” 
of the catalogue houses. 

“The catalogue house,” Mr. Corey said, “depends for its 
success upon selling staple articles and brands of goods that 
are well known lower than the retailer. It is a dangerous 
competitor. It is unscrupulous in the methods it chooses. We 
may truthfully characterize it as a ‘lawful pirate.’ ” 

Many of the “leaders” of the catalogue houses, the speaker 
said, were selected from well known and meritorious brands 
of hardware and kindred lines. In this way, he said, the con- 
fidence of the people was gradually shaken in their local retail 
dealers, since they saw that the catalogue houses were selling 
goods with which they were familiar below the retailers. The 
retailers, Mr. Corey said, must meet the catalogue houses by 
selling these articles as cheap as the catalogue houses, and in 
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this, he said, they must have the assistance of the jobbers. 
The interests of the retailers and jobbers, he said, were mu- 
tual. Jobbers, he declared, were not doing justice to themselves 
or to the retail trade by selling catalogue house goods. Some 
jobbers, he said, had been charged with being guilty of buying 
goods in large quantities at reduced rates and turning these 
over to catalogue houses at a slight advance in price. 

“Manufacturers,” said Mr. Corey, “should realize that 
jobbers and retailers are in the business for profit, and that 
whenever their lines become unprofitable they will be dropped. 
We believe that, whenever a manufacturer sells mail order 
people, he should do so under a limited selling price agree- 
ment. The retailers believe in this, and the jobbers should in- 
sist upon it.” 

In the discussion that followed, various methods for com- 
peting successfully with the catalogue houses, department 
stores and syndicate concerns were suggested. ,

Notwithstanding the Wall street depression, the labor 
troubles and the high prices of labor and material, the cata- 
logue house competition, the trials and troubles, annoyances 
and vexations incident to the hardware trade, we believe the 
past year has been a successful and prosperous year for all, 

In reviewing the work of the year we find improved condi- 
tions and much encouragement. While it has not been possi- 
ble to correct all of the many abuses, we are glad to report 
progress in many lines of endeavor. 

INTEREST WILL BE GREATER. 

The better we understand the object and aims of associa- 
tion work and realize more fully what organization has al 
ready accomplished, the greater will be ovr interest in and 
loyalty to our association. Organized effort has demonstrated 
that in all lines greater success has been attained than by indi- 
vidual eftort. The individual can do but little, the association 
can do more, the county association has greater power; in the 
state the power is increased. Who can estimate or measure 
the results when organization embraces the whole country 
and becomes national? 

Do we appreciate what organization means to us now 
and, ever enlarging, what it will mean and do for us in the 
future? It would seem wise, therefore, that we rally our 
forces and do all that it is possible to do in building up our 
association. 

MEMBERSHIP HAS INCREASED. 

All will admit that with a larger membership much more 
could be accomplished. Our membership has increased, per- 
haps not to the extent that we could wish and had reasons ‘to 
expect, but, compared with other states, our ratio of inerease 
has been such that we see no: reason for discouragement. 
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A QUOTATION FROM R. A. KIRK. 


In this connection let me read you an extract from the 
annual address of the president of the American Hardware 
Manufacturers’ Association, He says: 

“While our association is prosperous and we are all proud 
of our membership because of those associated with us, let 
me impress upon you the fact that you do not show the in- 
terest in its future that the management has the right to ex- 
pect from you. You should not be contented until you have 
included in its membership every reputable hardware manu- 
facturer in the United States. In addition to this we should 
show more interest in the proceedings and endeavor, by con- 
certed action, to prove that we are determined to win the 
approval and admiration of those who remain at home and 
make it easy for us to be here. There are so many abuses 
which might be overcome by earnest endeavor that I am sur- 
prised at the indifference shown.” 


APPLY TO EVERY TRADE ASSOCIATION. 


These words will apply not only to our own but to every 
trade association throughout the country. Could every dealer 
know the great benefits to be derived from association work, 
the reforms already accomplished, the many abuses that have 
and the many more that could and would be corrected if they 
were all united and working together, it would seem that no 
dealer would hesitate to identify himself with and become a 
member of the association. 

A PROBLEM. 


The question of securing new members and how to do it 
is and has been a problem with most, if not all, of the asso- 
ciations. One proposes the plan of enlisting the traveling 
men with a commission attached to the proposition. another a 
paid secretary under certain conditions which a large mem- 
bership would make possible. I believe this to be the ideal 
plan. We of the hardware fraternity are busy men. Most of 
us feel that we can not give the time necessary to accomplish 
the best results. By adopting the plan’ of a paid secretary 
who will give his whole time to the work it would seem that 
the work would be looked after more closely and: better re- 
sults follow. Another plan could be made successful if vigor- 
ously worked. I am of the opinion that if every member 
would agree to secure one or more names during the coming 
year the increase would surprise us. One of our members 
sent in four names during the year. The four are now mem- 
bers. Another has sent in twenty-two names. We trust 
many, if not all, of these will be secured. If all were equally 
interested we could in the near future double our member- 
ship. This work continued and later we would be able to say 
aur association includes every retail hardware dealer in the 
state. 


MEMBERS ARE LOYAL. 


Our executive board has held two meetings during the 
year, the first in this city and one in Syracuse. The fact that 
not less than eleven of the fourteen members were in attend- 
ance at each meeting is an indication that the members are 
loyal and interested in the work of the association. Tlie ses- 
sions were interesting and profitable. I will not take your 
time to enumerate here, but the questions discussed and work 
done will appear in the several reports that will be presented 
later. Mr. Ferres, our vice president, and Mr. Gardner were 
appointed delegates to the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
convention held in Chicago last March. As Mr. Gardner was 
unable to attend, our secretary was in attendance as his sub- 
stitute. It will be our pleasure to hear from these gentlemen. 
Mr. Ferres will give us a full report of the meeting. 


WERE OPPOSED TO PARCELS POST. 


Our secretary received an invitation to be present at the 
executive bourd meeting of the Manufacturers and Jobbers, 
held in Philadeiphia last May. He will give us a report of 
that meeting also. The National Manufacturers’ Association 
and the National Hardware Jobbers’ Association held their 
convertion at Atlantic City in November. The president and 
secretary of the National Retail Hardware Association were 
present by invitation and were successful in securing a prac- 
tically unanimous vote of the organization represented there 
in opposition to the parcels post bill. 
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LARGE SAVING TO CATALOGUE HOUSES. 

The bill, as you know, is in the interest of the catalogue 
and mail order houses. If passed the saving to two of the 
large catalogue houses in mailing their catalogues would 
amount to $500,000 annually. It would also add to our already 
large deficit in the post office department the large sum of ten 
millions or more the first year. It is one of the greatest 
dangers threatening the retail interest of the country to-day. 
It would be interesting to know what has been done by our 
association in opposition to this bill. How many have sent 
petitions? How many have written their member or senator? 


THE FIGHT IS STILL ON. 


This bill would have passed last year had it not been for 
the opposition of the associations. The fight continues; is 
still on. What is done should be done quickly, every mem- 
ber should act at once. A representative of the national asso- 
ciation is with us to-day and will give us the latest informa- 
tion in regard to this bill. At the sixteenth annual banquet 
of the Chamber of Commerce of this city, held January 7, 
Mr. John Brisben Walker spoke on postal matters, defending 
the parcels post bill. At the regular monthly meeting of the 
chamber February 26 the committee reported as follows: 
“That the proposed system be not accorded the support of the 
Chamber of Commerce.” The report was favorably accepted 
by the trustees and made the report of the Chamber of Com- 
merce as a body. 

HAVE TROUBLES OF THEIR OWN. 

While the catalogue houses are having troubles of their 
own and report business greatly disappointing, they are still 
very much alive and doing business at the old stand. They 
are, as we know, advertising largely. Their catalogues can be 
found in every hamlet in the United States. But hard work, 
persistent effort, personal talk with customers, a comparison 
of prices having in mind the quality of goods, every dealer 
fully determined to secure the trade belonging to him, meet- 
ing their prices and advertising the fact that you are doing so 
—this continued and the day is not far distant when your 
customers will conclude that it is for their interest to buy at 
home. 

COMPANY IS NOW FULLY ORGANTZED. 

At the first annual meeting of the National Hardware 
Dealers Muiual Fire Insurance Company, held January 12 
last, the secretary of our association was made one of. the 
directors. The company is now fully organized and ready for 
business. Several of the state associations have organized and 
solicit your insurance. The rates are much cheaper than the 
old line companies. A committee was appointed at our last 
annual meeting to investigate the question of insurance and 
report at this meeting. We will hear from them later. 

JOBBERS’ SALES TO CONSUMERS. 

In this report a few moments might be given to the ques- 
tion of jobbers selling to consumers. The closer relations 
between the manufacturers, jobbers and retailers, the local 
association and the benefits resulting, co-operative buying and 
other questions in which we are all interested, but without 
doubt these and many others will be presented for discussion 
at the afternoon session. 

To-day’s sessions are for members only—business ses- 
sions, busy sessions. It will be a full day. There is much to 
be done. May what we do be done as expeditiously as possi- 
ble. Let us give to each question our undivided attention, our 
best thought and endeavor to reach conclusion and so decide 
all questions that increased interest, greater loyalty, a better 
understanding of the work before us and a strong organiza- 
tion will be the result. 

Secretary John R. Taylor and Treasurer F. E. Pelton 
gave their annual reports, and John G. Ferres, delegate Na- 
tional Convention, also reported. 
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The Wisconsin Central Railroad have taken legal 
steps to force the Waukesha Sheet Steel Co., Wau- 
kesha, Wis., to vacate the buildings they now occupy 
on the ground that this company has failed to comply 
with the contract made with the railroad.

This association was incorporated April 30th, 1903, 
and established a warehouse July Ist, 1903. Its mem- 
bership includes 30 dealers. 

F,. A. Mitchell, secretary of the association, writes 
us as follows concerning its work: 

“Goods are bought for spot cash, and stock carried 
at warehouse, from which the members order or pick 
up the goods daily as the case may be. 

“All merchandise is charged to the members at cost, 
plus a certain percentage, subject to 2 per cent dis- 
count 10 days. The percentage charged over and 
above the cost meets the warehouse expenses, such as 
freight, cartage, insurance, rent, heat, light and clerical 
force, etc. 

“The experience of the last six months has been such 
that no member could be induced to withdraw his in- 
terest at four times the amount he has invested. 

“We have not solicited new members; we prefer to 
go along as we are, so that when a dealer knocks at 
our door we are in a position to admit him if he will 
be of any use to us. We know that no matter who he 
is, if he is a retail hardware dealer, we are worth more 
to him than he can ever realize, unless he be a member 
of the essociation. 

“Each member is pledged not to divulge any busi- 
ness of the organization, so that no matter at what 
price or from whom the goods are bought the informa- 
tion never gets beyond the members. Experience has 
taught us the necessity of this measure. 

“The object of the association is not antagonistic to 
any interest or interests, but simply to furnish protec- 
tion to its membership and place its members in a po- 
sition to meet competitiog. We have found from ex- 
perience the policy of quite a number of so-called job- 
bers is to sell direct to the consumer whenever oppor- 
tunity presents itself. 

“We can look back to the past year’s experience with 
a great deal of pleasure, feeling satisfied that the asso- 
ciation has been the cause of placing its members in 
position to not only meet the keen competition from 
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this source, but to hold some of. the larger trade that 
was gradually but surely slipping away from us. 

‘“Qur meetings are held every Wednesday, and it isa 
rare occurrence for a member to absent himself. from 
these meetings, as he knows that by doing so he misses 
information that is of vital importance to him.”

A simple and easy way for parties who wish to test 
the rail for themselves is to take a short piece of each 
style of equal length and put one in a vise and pull on 
the other end, which will show something of the com- 
parative stiffness and strength of the different rails, 
our solid single rail standing about twice as much 
strain as the double rail and possibly other styles.”

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

A small increase has been noted during the past week 
and producers do not find it necessary to lower prices. 
Prices below cost have been quoted lately, but it seems 
that the bottom has been reached at present. 

The Southern situation is hard to describe. The 
prices are fluctuating, but are apparently neither rising 
nor decreasing. 


PIG IRON. 


There has been a marked improvement in the de- 
mand for this commodity during the past week, and as 
a result prices have risen a little above the cutthroat 
rates which prevailed a week ago. The market is very 
strong in spite of the rise in prices. The price on 
malleable iron has advanced from $13.50 to $13.75 for 
large lots and $14 for smaller. Local furnace No, 2 
is $13.50, while Southern No. 2 foundry is from $9.25 
to $9.50, Birmingham. 

Castings are rising into greater prominence as the 
cold weather disappears. The foundries were found to 
have but a small supply and when prices reached the 
level of a week ago there was a quick movement to 
cover. 

Other orders include ore of 7,500 tons to a pipe 
concern; one of 1,200 tons from the Pullman Co. and 
an order of about the same magnitude from the Ameri- 
can School Furniture Co. 


IRON AND STEEL BARS. 

The heavy demand from these products has brought 
about an advance to the basis of 1.35¢ Pittsburgh and 
1.50c here. Railroads and implement makers continue 
to buy very heavily and the outlook is very rosy. Steel 
hoops are- doing well, the bottom price being 1.46%c 
here. We quote mill shipments, Chicago delivery, 
carload lots, as follows: Bar iron, 1.50c, half extras; 
soft steel bars, 1.46V%c, half extras, with 5c to loc per 
100 pounds extra for less than carload lcts, with the 
regular extras for less than a ton of a size; angles, 
less than 3x3, 1.56'4c base full extras; hoops, 1.41¥c 
to 1.46%c, fuil extias. On lots from store we quote 
iron bars, 1.60c to 1.70c base, full extras; steel, 1.60c 
to 1.75c, half extras; small angles, channels and tees, 
less than 3x3, 1.70c to 1.85c, rates, half extras; hoops, 
1.75c to 2c.

.60 carbon, $1 extra; over .60 carbon, $2 extra. Bil- 
lets for working into axles, $25 Chicago.

OLD MATERIAL. 


Prices have slumped from 75c to $1 a ton on all 
materials since our last report and it is probable they 
will be still weaker before the end of the present weck. 
The active buying of several large interests in the last 
few days, together with the moderation of the weath- 
er, is largely responsible for this cut, there being few 
heavy consumers now in the market and an abundance 
of material being offered. 


WIRE NAILS. 


The talked of advance of $1 per ton has at last ar- 
rived, making prices as follows: Carloads to retailers, 
$2.15 per 100 pounds; less than carloads to retailers, 
$2.25 per 100 pounds, all f. 0. b. Chicago. There is no 
diminution in the demand, and under existing circum- 
stances there is every prospect that the advance will 
only serve to stimulate present active buying. 


CUT NAILS. 


Compared with the demand for wire nails, the de- 
mand for cut nails is very light, though iron nails for 
roofing are selling very well. There will probably be 
no change in prices until the meeting of the association 
March 23rd. Quotations are: Both steel and cut 
nails, to consumers and retailers, carload lots, $1.96% 
base, Chicago; less than car lots, $2.01% base. Job- 
bers are charging $2.10 base, from store in small lots. 


BARB WIRE. 


Prices have been advanced $1 per ton, making them 
as follows: To retailers, carload lots, painted, $2.40; 
galvanized, $2.75; to retailers, less than carload lots, 
painted, $2.55; galvanized, $2.85; staples, $2.30 for 
plain and $2.70 for galvanized; smooth fence wire, 
sizes 6 to 9, $2.05 per 100 pounds to retailers in car- 
load lots, and $2.10 in less than car lots. There is no 
let up in the inquiry and demand for wire of all 
classes. The advance of $1 per ton on barb wire ap- 
plies likewise to smooth fence wire.
